American Journalism. 


Charles A. Dana, editor of the 


New York Sun, while in San Fran- 
cisco, a few days ago, was asked by 
an interviewer to give his viewa on 
American journalism and its distin- 
guishing features. The veteran cov- 
ered the ground in the following con- 
centrated philosophy: 
"American 


journalism is. above all things, pro- 
gressive. 
The newspapers of to-day 


are incomparably better than they 
were twenty-five or thirty years ago, 
when I first began to know them 
well. 
They are more varied in their 


contents; there is more information 
in them. They are far more solid 
and of greater utility to their readers. 
There is less froth in them and more 
substance. American newspapers as 
compared with English journals have 
far less conventionality and much 
more freedom. They have a much 
firmer grasp on the living interests of 
society. 
There is in England a 


much larger class of men of educa 
tion—men familiar with literature, 
who have no special sphere of intel- 
lectual activity, and they fall natu- 
rally into journalism. 
The English 


newspapers are, therefore, much 
more scholarly, but not so vigorous 
in thought and not so vital as the 
American." 


A \IVIB impression of the sudden 


fury of the Southern 0} clone is con 
veyed by this brief statement of Mr. 
B. F. Jones, of Beauregarcl, Miss, 
who, the moment he saw tho danger 
coming, called his wife and little boy 
into the >ar<3, and made them he 
Hat on tho ground and grasp some 
small shrubs which stood 
within 


reach' ''I put one arm about my 
wife," saj s Mr, Jones, ''while with 
the other I clasped a small tree, and 
mado my son he close up to me, and 
then I said to them, 'Hold ou, hold 
on, for God's sake! It is for life" 
and then the wind came. 
There was 


a ivhirl and a roar. 
I was shaken, 


And heard the crash of my falling 
house. 
An instant and it was all 


over 
I still held my wife in my 


arms, but she was insensible; and 
my boy was still nestling close up to 
me, but bruised and bleeding."

thanks to Mr. Jones' presence of 
mind and the prompt obedience of 
his wife and child.

ble, but edited it so ably as toattraci 
general attention. Her party ser 
vices were well appreciated, and af- 
ter the election of the last legisla- 
ture she was tendered the position ol 
engrossing clerk of the senate.

PARTI of scientific 
observers j 


have gone to the 
South 
Pacific 


islands to view the eclipse of the 
sun, next Sunday, which will be vis- 
ible in that region. 
They will be lo- 


cated on Carolioe and Flint Islands, 
which are situated in about 10 deg. 
south latitude, and 150 deg. west 
longitude, and are about 100 miles 
apart. 
The total eclipse can be seen 


upon them for about six minutes. 
The party is composed of Professor 
Pierce, astronomer of the coast sur- 
vey; 
Professor Holden, of the Wis- 


consin Observatory; Mr. Kockwell, 
of Tarrytown, New York, one or two 
naval officers, and several others. 
There are three principal objects of 
the expedition. One is to make a 
spectrosc'opic study of the outlying 
chromosphere and corona of the sun, 
the physical condition of which is a 
mooted question. 
Another object is 


to search for a planet between the 
sun and Mercury, the existence of 
which can only be ascertained under 
such favorable circumstances as this 
eclipse will present. 
The other ob- 


ject is to take photographs of the 
physical aspects of the regie n just 
around the sun. 


THE Cincinnati Commercial Ga-

Another Important Arrest. 


It was learned last evening that on 


Thursday one of Pinkerton's detectives 
visited Niantic, in this county, and left 
that town that night for Chicago, taking 
with him a carpenter

All About Two Dents. 


A decision was rendered yesterday 


in the United States supreme court 
at Washington in the so-called gran- 
ger case of Neal Buggies, plaintiff 
in error against the people of the 
state of Illinois. This case arises 
out of the facts below set forth: On 
March 18, 1873, Morgan A. Lewis, a 
passenger on a train of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road, tendered 
Neal Ruggles, a conductor for that 
company, 18 cents as fare for his 
transportation from Buda to Nepon- 
set, a distance of 6 miles. This was 
at the maximum rate of 3 cents a 
mile, as prescribed by the statute of 
Illinois then in force. The conduct- 
or demanded 20 cents, which was 
the fare fixed by the company. Lewis 
refused to pay more than 18 cents, 
and the conductor thereupon 
at 


tempted to eject him from the car. 
For this act; the conductor was 
prosecuted before a justice of the 
peace upon a charge of assault and 
battery and fined $10 and costs. 
The case was carried up through the 
Illinois state courts by successive ap- 
peals, tho railroad company sustain- 
ng the conductor and raising the 
question ef the right of tho state to 
interfere \\ith its business by fixing 
rates of fare and transportation. 
A 


decision was finally rendered in fa- 
vor of the state by its highest court. 
The railroad company took the case 
to the United Slates Supreme Court, 
and yesterday that court affirmed 
the decision of tho Illinois Supreme 
Court.

FLORIDA IN SUMMER. 


PALATKA, FLA., May4, 1883. 


EDS. 
REPUBLICAN:—Just 
before 


leaving Jacksonville on Wednesday 
morning last I met David Espy on 
the walk and had a good talk with 
him, though he did not say quite as 
much as his brother Joe would in 
the same time. 
He is looking well 


and hearty. 
I met a gardener in 


Jacksonville who came there eleven 
years ago with not money enough to 
pay freight on his goods. 
He pur- 


chased 12 or 15 acres of land two 
miles north of the city, paying $30 
per acre, improved, and now he has 
one of the best gardens near the 
city, and has marketed this season 
over 3,000 quarts of strawberries, 
and is now picking near 150 quarts 
per day. 


I left Jacksonville on the steamer 


Magnolia, and it being the mail boat 
I got to see all the landings, most 
noted of which is Mandarin, the 
home of Mrs. H. B. Stowe, whose 
residence ia pointed out to passen- 
gers, shaded by two large live oaks; 
next is Orange Park, held by Boston 
people mostly; then Magnolia, with 
its magnificent hotel and green, cool 
springs. 
The rest of the landings 


are not so very inviting from the 
wharf. 
The St. Johns is lined the 


whole way with sturdy live oaks, ex- 
cept where it is dotted with orange 
groves now in full verdure, and load- 
ed with frnil about the size of 
peaches. 
Of all the places on the 


river is Tocoi, where passengers 
leave the river for St. Augustine. 


I found Palatka a very nice, well 


laid out town, buildings neat and 
well painted. 
The hotels are now 


mostly closed, and several of them 
are preparing to enlarge, as the city 
was crowded with visitors last win- 
ter. 
While walking out to see the 


town I found an oleander tree as a 
sreet shade, which would measure 
fully 0 inches in diameter and 30 
feet to the top of the branches; there 
are many cabbage palmettos, some 
10 to 12 feet high, exclusive of 
leaves, which are a foot in diameter. 
They are a nice ornament to a yard, 
and many a wealthy citizen North 
would pay large sums for them. In 
this town are many nice flower gar- 
dens, more than in Jacksonville. The 
one of Col. Harts is splendid, being 
now full of rare flowers. I have 
seen here corn in full tassel and silk 
that would rank well in Illinois. 


This place was the headquarters 


of Gen. Scott during the Seminole 
War, and the building used as a 
magazine, a log house, is now cov- 
ered with siding and used as a 
church. 


I can hardly describe Florida to a 


person living on the Illinois prairies. 
Tho sand looks as though it was 
worth nothing, yet it would aston- 
ish any one to seo the vegetables it 
will raise. Pine trees are without 
limbs, with scarcely any underbrush; 
and perhaps after passing over a 
few acres you will find a 10 or 20 
acre tract fenced, and a nice orange 
grove and garden. As to climate it 
is perfectly delightful; while it is 
warm in the sun, yet not more so 
than in Illinois in May or June, yet 
the nights are so delightful for 
sleep. 
I met a young lady on the 


boat, who resided in Lafayette, Ind., 
before coming here, who said if she 
could stay here only one part of the 
year she woulo. prefer the summer. 


I met Dr. Cowgill, of Returning 


Board fame, while on the boat, and 
found him a very polished gentle- 
man. 
Several Illinois gentlemen are 


residents here, and it is much of a 
northern town,

At first sight it 
seems to be a paradise, but further ac- 
quaintance reveals a different state of 
things. The soil is light, there is neither 
wood nor coal, and the water is alkalied 
and bad. . Then added to this is the in- 
tensely cold weather. Last Wednesday 
he stopped at a hotel in oue ot the small 
towns. He asked for plenty of covering, 
and they gave him four blankets. He 
shivered under them and then got up and 
put his clothes on and nearly froze. The 
land near the railroad is pretty well taken 
up. Every quarter section has its small 
cabin, and some of them are hardly large 
enough to turn around in. Many of them 
have lost a roof or had a aide blown in 
arid the prospector has stuffed his spare 
clothes in the cracks, The immigration 
is out of all proportion to the capacity of 
the country for taking cure of the people. 
What they are to do in the winter IB nn 
unsolved problem, for theie is nothing for 
them to do. A small load of willow wood 
be saw sold for six dollars and a half, so 
there is absolutely nothing for them to 
bnra. Altogether Farrell thinks that the 
country has had all the pulling that is 
good for it, and more than it will stand. 
Why any man who can make a living in 
God's country should rush oil' to Dakota 
and freeze, is a conundrum that Jack is 
ready to give up. 
The truth IP, that 


Dakota is a huge land scheme, and the 
immigrants that rush iu there are only 
the moths that ily at the light and get 
their wings scorched in the blaze, while 
the stock dealers in the east get the bene- 
fit of it.

J. M. Kehoe, while on his death-bed 
orally devised to K. I. Kehoe, as 
;rustee, certain personal property, 
Jae proceeds of which were to be 
used for the payment of masses for 
the repose of tho soul of the dece- 
dent. 
The heirs-at-law protested 


against the use of the property for 
any such purpose, and in order to 
settle the vexed question the trus- 
tee invoked the aid of the court 
It 


was held on behalf of the heirs that 
the English common law previous to 
James I—which is part of the law of 
Illinois, unless where modified by 
statute—pronounced all such be- 
quests void for the reason that they 
were devoted to "superstitious uses." 
This doctrine the court dissented 
from on the ground that the Virgin- 
ia bill of rights guaranteed perfect 
religious 
equality, 
and this bill 


followed the territory ceded by Vir- 
ginia to the Union. The question of 
superstition, however, could not be 
brought into the' case. 
Who can 


prove the existence or non-existence 
of Purgatory? It 
was 
sufficient 


to say that a very large number of 
the American people believed in its 
existence, acd also had faith in the 
efficacy of the mass.

tate to say that I have seen as good 
schools (I do not say as many good 
ones) South as are to be found 
North." 
He thinks the standard of 


scholarship as high at the University 
of Virginia as at Harvard or Yale. 


AFTER a prolonged discussion, 


lasting until nearly the close of the 
session of "Wednesday, the Illinois 
House of Representatives passed 
Mr. Littler's two bills, the one pro- 
viding for an appropriation of $531,- 
712.18 for the completion and fur- 
nishing of the Capitol at Springfield, 
and the other appropriating §25,000 
lor the building of sidewalks' and 
paving of the streets around the 
state edifice. 
The first bill further 


provides that it shall not take effect 
unless it shall have been first sub- 
mitted to and ratified by the people 
at the general election in November, 
18S4. The bills now go to the Sen- 
ate, where, it is expected, they will 
be passed without much opposition. 
The proposition to appropriate money 
to complete the State House has 
been twice defeated by the people of 
the state. It is hoped that the pres- 
ent bill will not meet with a like 
fate. 
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SLOWLY but surely the iconoclast

How often do we find our dearest 
idols to be only the ante-type of our 
weak nineteenth century humanity! 
Some busy antiquarian, whose time 
would have been better employed in 
some other way, has been groping 
around in the dust-covered attic of 
the treasury building at "Washington, 
and has been rewarded by the dis- 
covery of the pay records of the gov- 
ernment, from 1784 to 1792, and 
from these it appears that there is a 
balance due the United States from 
Gen. Washington, and unaccounted 
for, of $161,339! 
The accounts of 


the Marquis de Lafayette also show 
a shortage, as do those of various 
other revolutionary worthies. There 
is, however, a silver lining to every 
cloud, and when we come to con- 
trast these shortages in the accounts 
of our heroic forefathers with the 
achievements of Internal Revenue 
Commissioner Raum, who collected 
almost a thousand millions of dol- 
lars without the loss of a penny, or 
with the record of Treasurer Gilfil- 
lan, who handled thousands of mil- 
lions of the public treasure and upon 
retiring found that his accounts 
showed a balance of three cents in 
his favor—when we come to compare 
;he financial history of 1792 with 
;hat of 1S83 we are forced to admit 
;hat the showing is not at all to the 
discredit of latter-day integrity, but 
s of such a character as to give good 
ground for the claim that public 
affairs are carried on with as much 
aonesty to-day as they ever were in 
;his country, and that the officials of 
;his generation need not be afraid to 
"show books " with those of any era 
in our history.

The House that Vanderbilt. 


The new house of Willie K. Van- 


derbilt is a white stone chateau of 
the time of Francis I. It haa a 
beautiful exterior, with its towers 
and turrets, oriel windows and carv- 
ed traceries. The entire first floor is 
in four rooms. The 'dining-room is 
a most spacious apartment, having 
its ceiling extending to the roof, and 
high up on the wall is a balcony for 
musicians, where at some of the din- 
ners given this season, the Hunga- 
rian band, in national 
costume, 


played the Czignay music of Eas- 
tern Europe. Another room has the 
interior of a French chateau, the 
carved paneling of the woodwork of 
which was brought over intact. Mrs. 
Vanderbilt'a bat*i is, perhaps, the 
most unique room of the kind ever 
made. The walls are wainscotted 
with white marble, and above that 
the walls and ceilings are of plate- 
glass mirror. In the middle of the 
room is a block of Carrara marble, 
with its centre scooped into a gentle 
hollow.

The dressing 


table is composed entirely of mirror, 
that reflects the dazzling whiteness 
of the marble and the silvery bright- 
ness of many mirrors.

following general address to patriotic 
people for publication: 


OESKRAL OBDEES NO. 10. 


HEADQUARTERS G. A. os1 THE R, 
OMAHA, NEB., APRIL 14, 1883. 


1. In compb'ance with the rules and 


regulations of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, "Wednesday, May 30th will be 
observed aa Memorial Day. 


The National Encampment adopted a 


resolution at its session at Baltimore de- 
claring that this holy day should be call- 
ed Memorial and not Decoration Day. 


2. I earnestly request all ministers and 


priests of every denomination to deliver 
appropriate sermons or lectures, calling 
attention to the duties ot the day— the 
sacrifices made and the lessons taught — 
on Sunday, May 27th. I hereby command 
Posts of the Grand Army of the Republic 
to attend said service?, in uniform. In 
cities and vilages where it will be practi- 
cable, I recommend union services. 


3. I recommend that the Grand Army 


take especial steps to secure the presence 
and aid of the children and youth of tue 
country to the ceremony of strewing 
flowers, and otherwise honoring the dead, 
and to that end I hope that all the pub- 
lic and private schools, colleges aud acad- 
emies will be closed. 
i. Let thi hand of Fraternity and 


Charity be extended to the widows and 
orphans of our dead heroes. Seek them 
out; distinguish them from all otherr, and 
teaoh them that on this day the Grand 
Army mourns with them the loss of the 
precious ones whom they gave to save the 
nation. 
5. I recommend that the loyal womeu 


of the nation be invited to aid iu the 
work. They will toil with willing hands 
and grateful hearts. Though others may 
have forgotten the dead, the women have 
never ceased to remember them and 
treasure in their pure hearts their heroic 
services. 


6. The marvelous growth of the order. 


throughout the country will be a new in- 
centive to ua to see that no grave i« neg- 
lected. I trust every spot where a soldier 
lies buried will be strewn with the (lowers 
of spring time, and urge the Posts of the 
Grand Army to take immediate steps to 
remove every soldier's remains from tho 
Potter's field or paupers' burying ground 
and reiuter them in Grand Armygrounda. 
We cannot perform this ceremony in tho 
proper manner xinless we have done our 
duty to the living anil the dead. 


7. "With Malice towards none and 


Charity for all,'' let ua unite in this sacred 
duty. Let the choicest, fairest and most 
fragrant flowers be culled, and the soft 
white hands of the loyal women of the 
land entwine the wreathe and fashion the 
cross end crown, dropping here and 
there, like the dew, a tear for the dead. 
Let the choicest gardens be desolated 
that the memory of the Union soldier may 
not wither. W&will lift once more the 
curtain that hides the dark past, and Bee 
our fallen martyrs die for liberty. They 
gavo their lives a cheerful sacrifice. They 
died in the hospital on beds of t>ain be- 
fore the flag was torn with shot and shell; 
on the battle field in the fierce madden- 
ing charge; on the picket line under the 
leafy treea close to the babbling brook; in 
the prison-pen where no pitying voice 
was heard, and no hand reached out to 
save; in the swamps, fleeing from a fate 
worse than death, and some went down 
in the mighty deep where the wild waves 
lash ceaslessly over their bones, Many 
sleep in graves marked unknown, but the 
loving hearts and eager hands of a grate- 
ful people will caat flowers upon the soft 
green sward that covera their dust. Let 
the gates of all the cemeteries in the land 
open aud their guardians render all tho 
aid in their power in this noble work. 


Comrades, a few short years fleeting 


awiftly by, aud our children will be call- 
ed upon to perform this duty. Let us so 
live that the lessons of memorial day will 
be imprinted upon their hearts, and they 
will willingly take up the work where 
our palsied hands have left it, and per- 
petuate for all time to come the touching 
ceremony we have inaugurated,
